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Taiwan Academy Spotlight Project Events 
at the Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library

Working closely with the Department of East Asian Studies (EAS), the Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library (EAL) 
organized a series of events as part of the Taiwan Academy Spotlight Program. During the summer, Dr. Stephen 
Qiao, Acting Director of the Library, worked with Professor Johanna Liu of the Department of the East Asian 
Studies to submit a proposal to the Taipei Economic and Cultural Office in Toronto to seek funding support 
from Taiwan to host several lectures, a special exhibition and an academic conference on the theme “Nature 
and Culture in Taiwan”. The proposal was approved by the Ministry of Culture and the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs of the Republic of China (R.O.C.) and the Library received US$25,000 for these events. The main purpose 
of the events is to showcase Taiwan as the laboratory of renovating a Chinese culture facing the challenges of 
modernity and post-modernity, and environmental protection issues from Taiwanese perspectives. The lec- 
tures focused on “nature writing” in Taiwan’s context. The exhibition illustrated printed resources, audio-visual 
materials and e-resources both here in the East Asian Library and in Taiwanese institutions. The conference

focused on the issues of nature and culture in Taiwan Studies in the areas of 


research resources, literature, documentary archives, and philosophy. 


The East Asian Library has a long relationship of material exchanges with 


the National Central Library of Taiwan and several other institutions. In 


2011, we signed an agreement with the Taipei Economic and Culture Office 


to set the EAL as a contact point of the Taiwan Academy. As part of Taiwan- 


ese government initiatives, the missions of the Taiwan Academy include: 


establishing a Taiwan Academy digital information integration platform to 


serve global internet users; promoting Mandarin Chinese instruction and 


traditional Chinese characters; invigorating research in Taiwan Studies and 


Sinology and disseminating the results; and, introducing Taiwan’s diverse ¢ Library an: 
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and exquisite culture to the world and so on. UofT Chief Librarian 
Larry Alford visited Taiwan in November 2012 and signed an Agree- 
ment for Academic Cooperation with Dr. Shu-hsien Tseng, Director- 
General of the Taiwan National Central Library. In Taipei, Dr. Qiao 
also had opportunities to communicate with local librarians and 
scholars to discuss potential areas of cooperation among our institu- 
tions for materials exchange, digital resource sharing, and rare ma- 
terials digitization and preservation. The Taiwan Academy Spotlight 
Program events clearly indicate increasing academic exchange and 
cooperation between UofT Libraries and our partners in Taiwan. 


On October 25, 2013, the Library organized lectures on “Nature & 
Culture in Taiwan”, and invited Professor Wu Ming-Yi (5%!) ai) from 
Dong Hua University to present a paper entitled “Evolution of Na- 
ture Writing in Taiwan”. Professor Wu is a Taiwanese writer, paint- 
er, designer, photographer, literary professor, butterfly researcher, 


environmental activist, traveler and blogger. His literary reputation 
was first established by his nature writing. His novel, The Man with ar wy Ming presented a lecture about 

the Compound Eyes (#ilili \), has been translated into English. At the Nature Writing in Taiwan. 

same event, the book’s translator, Dr. Darryl Sterk, a professor from the Graduate Program in Translation and 
Interpretation, National Taiwan University, presented a talk on “Clifi: Globalization and the Development of 


Taiwan's East Coast in ‘The Man with the Compound Eyes’”. 


On November 15, the East Asian Library and the Department of East Asian Studies organized an opening cere- 
mony for the special exhibition on “Taiwan Text, Literature and Taiwan Studies e-Resources”. The exhibition 
was jointly prepared by the Library and the Department with the National Central Library of Taiwan, the Na- 
tional Museum of Taiwan Literature, and the National Taiwan University Library. The exhibition provided a 
unique opportunity for viewers to see the printed materials collected by the East Asian Library as well as 
books donated by those institutions in Taiwan. Materials on display included primary resources for Taiwan 
studies in historical periods ranging from ancient times, Dutch and Spanish rule, the Zheng Chenggong Era, 
and the Qing dynasty to the Japanese occupation and the Republican period. Through the years, the EAL has 
acquired many important historical texts in both print and online databases. The collection of Taiwanese liter- 
ature is also one of the key areas of the Library’s Taiwan collection. We have a comprehensive collection of 
literary works by significant Taiwanese authors and academic publications for the research of Taiwanese liter- 
ature. Beside print materials, this exhibition also showcased local online resources as well as e-resources from 
Taiwanese academic libraries. As participation units in the Taiwan national digitization initiative, many of the 
Taiwan institutions have made their digitized materials on Taiwan’s history, culture, religion, literature, and 
folklore, as well as their digitized special collections on Taiwan studies, as open access resources. Special 
guests invited from Taiwan and North America to attend the ceremony included Professor Lin Chi-Ming (fii 
i]), Professor and Chair, Department of Arts and Design, National Taipei University of Education; Professor 
Shu-Ning Sciban, (s% 4%), Department of Linguistics, Language and Culture, University of Calgary;

The program of the 2013 Taiwan Academy Spotlight Project Conference on “Nature and Culture in Taiwan” 
was divided into two parts: the program on November 15 focused on “Taiwan Studies in Global Context and E- 
Resources”; the second day’s program was about the theme “Literature, Archives and Philosophy in Taiwan”. 
On day one, Dr. Ji-Tian Robin Jeng made a presentation on “Taiwan Studies Resources at the National Central 
Library”. The topic presented by Ms. Chiu-Lin Chen was “Literary Resources in National Museum of Taiwan 
Literature”. Dr. Chi-Ming Lin, Professor and Chair, Department of Arts and Design, National Taipei University 
of Education presented a talk on “Multiple Media, E-Exhibition, and MoNTUE”. On day two, Dr. Shu-Ning Sci- 
ban talked about “Writing on Nature and Writing Naturally: Wang Wenxing’s Experimental Short Stories”. Dr. 
Meng Yue, Professor, Department of East Asian Studies, presented a talk on “Nature Writing in Chinese Cul- 
ture”. Dr. Chi-Ming Lin delivered a talk on “Early Taiwan in the Imagery Archives”. Finally, Dr. Vincent Shen, 
Lee Chair Professor of Chinese Thought and Culture, University of Toronto presented “Nature, Human Nature 
and Culture: Philosophy in Taiwan in the Recent Sixty Years”. All these events were well attended by faculty 
and students from UofT and members of the general public including the local Taiwanese community. 


The Taiwan Academy Spotlight Project sets a very good example both internally and externally for our out- 
reach efforts and international cooperation. Internally, the Library staff worked closely with the faculty of the 
Department of East Asian Studies to initiate, plan, and arrange for the lectures, exhibition and conference to 
highlight resources and research relevant to the topic “Nature and Culture in Taiwan”. Externally, we collabo- 
rated with the Taipei Economic and Cultural Office in Toronto to receive financial support from the Taiwanese 
Ministry of Culture for the series of events. Through these events, the tie between University of Toronto Li- 
braries and academic institutions in Taiwan has been strengthened, and our local users will benefit from more 
resources both in print and electronic formats to be available for Taiwan Studies-related programs.

As one of the co-organizers, the Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library presented the Korean Collection high- 
lights as a book display booth. Many students and faculty members of the University of Toronto, York Uni- 
versity, and Western Ontario University, and public members of the local community attended the event 
and dropped by the library booth. The Library also prepared a short quiz to learn more about the event 
participants’ feedback on the Korean collection at the East Asian Library. Over 85 participants took the 
quiz and enjoyed their prizes. 


This half-day event featured a lecture and performances of traditional Korean music, with the theme of 
“Sound of Korea”, along with the quiz contest on Korea and various student-organized cultural activities. 
Prof. Chan E. Park from Ohio State University gave a lecture entitled “Singing P’ansori, Transnationally”. 


P’ansori (Korean folk opera) is a genre of Korean traditional music.

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The Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library Receives 
the Donation of the Yongle Northern Tripitaka from China

The Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library received a full set of Yongle Bei 
Zang (7 48-kiis), or the Yongle Northern Tripitaka, in July 2013 as a gift 
from the Library’s Buddhist friends in China. 


Early Ming courts believed in the value of publishing what they wanted 
their subjects to read and obey and undertook a few influential imperial 
book-production projects that included Da Ming Yi Tong Zhi (A88—#tE, 
The Gazetteer of the Ming Dynasty), Da Ming Lu (AH, The Great Ming 
Code), and the famous Yongle Da Dian (x #44, The Great Compendium 
of Yongle). In 1420, the Yongle emperor (reigned 1403-1422) initiated a 
project to revise and re-edit the Buddhist canon, leading to the produc- 


tion and publication of the palace edition of the Yongle Northern Tripitaka. The engraving and printing of the 
Yongle Tripitaka were done in Beijing (the primary capital of the Ming dynasty from 1421 to 1644). The edi- 
tion has hence been known as the Northern Tripitaka so as to be distinguished from an earlier Ming printing 
of the Buddhist canon commissioned by the Hongwu emperor (reigned 1368-1398), which was printed in 
Nanjing (the primary capital of the Ming dynasty from 1368 to 1420) and has subsequently been known as 
the Southern Tripitaka. The two palace editions of the Tripitaka by these early Ming emperors were im- 
portant because they streamlined, unified, and fixed the texts of the Buddhist canon. Compared with the 
Hongwu imperial edition, the Yongle Tripitaka had slightly richer content and was of better quality as many 
mistakes of the earlier edition were corrected. The Yongle Northern Tripitaka therefore further reduced the 
“mutability” and increased the clarity of interpretation of the Buddhist texts. It is an important set for the 
history of Chinese Buddhism studies and has greatly influenced later editions of the Tripitaka. 


The East Asian Library learned of the recent reprinting of the Yongle Northern Tripitaka in 2012 and got in 
contact with Master Jinghui (}##%), a highly respected and revered Buddhist monk in China and a friend 
of the East Asian Library, about getting the Yongle Tripitaka as a donation to the University of Toronto. After 
Master Jinghui passed away in April 2013, Master Minghai (!if¥-f=24), Chief Monk of the Bolin Buddhist 
Monastery (#4 ##!s%) in Zhaozhou, Hebei Province, took up the torch to arrange for the donation and its 


transportation to Toronto. The 200-volume set arrived safe and sound at the East Asian Library in July, 2013. 


This donated set of the Yongle Northern Tripitaka now finds its permanent home at the University of Toronto 
Libraries. It is a most valuable addition to the collection of Buddhist canons at the Cheng Yu Tung East Asian 
Library and will greatly benefit Buddhists and researchers in the country. The Library would like to express 
our most sincere thanks to Master Minghai and the late Master Jinghui for donating the Yongle Northern 
Tripitaka to the University of Toronto. Our appreciation also goes to Mr. Li Mingyan (224 44/#-£), a friend of 
the Library who has helped with the donation affairs steadfastly!

EAL Librarian Activities 


Hana Kim of the Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library made a presentation with 
Helen Kim from the University of British Columbia at the symposium of 
“Cultural Heritage Archives: Networks, Innovation and Collaboration”, held on 
September 26-27, 2013, at the Library of Congress in Washington, DC. The 
title of their presentation was “Building a Nation-Wide Korean Canadian 
Heritage Archives in Canada: Issues and Challenges”. The Korean Canadian 
Heritage Archives is a collaborative project between the University of Toronto 
and the University of British Columbia that aims to create a nation-wide online 
searchable database for materials about Korean Canadian culture and history. With attendees from all across 
the world, this symposium provided a great opportunity for librarians to share insights on many pertinent 
issues related to the design, management, and administration of cultural heritage archives. 


Fabiano Rocha, Japan Studies Librarian, participated in the Tenri Antiquarian Materials 
Workshop Phase 2 held at the Tenri University Library, Nara, Japan in June 2013. The 10 
-day program aimed to foster the knowledge and expertise needed for organising and 
managing Japanese antiquarian materials outside Japan, and by creating resources of 
information about these widely scattered collections, to improve their accessibility and 
thereby promote research. The workshop also aimed at establishing a cohort of 
librarians expertly trained in the best practices for managing, cataloguing and organizing 
Japanese manuscript and antiquarian printed materials.
